It Ja unlikely that they could 
be based in Japan which is 
once again an independent 
nation and therefore jealous 
of ‘its: rights. The only 
alternative is Okinawa 
some 600 miles away. 


High Hopes - 


HE object of the United 
Nations forces fs to bring 
“about penceful settlement 
on tho fines desired by that 
body, but this has been 
frustrated by the con- 
alstent Communist refusal 
to accept the United 
Nations authority. 
There were - high - hones 
following the - armistice, 
of 1963 that agreémeht 
could be reached and, .this 
formed one of the major 
polnts of the Geneva con- 
‘ference tho following year. 
There has been no apparent 
change in the Communist 
attitude since the Geneva 
talka: despite continued 
efforts on the part of the 
United Nations to hold 
genuinely free elections to 
bring about tho “establish- 
ment of a unified, indepen- 
‘dont > and democratic 
Korea.” 
It is thereforo inconcelvable 
_that the United Nations 
will abandon South Korea 
to sottle ita own fate with 
the North which has =o 
woll-equipped army out, of 
all proportion, to its needs.

BRITISH manufacturer, three times 
the victim of design and trademark 
piracy by Hongkong firms, has launch- 
ed a campaign against copyright infringe- 
ments in the Colony, with the threat of 
“massive retaliation” if his initial over- 


tures are ignored. 


The campaign began in a 
mild way two months ayo— 
in a best-selling children’s 
comic magazine, 


Stage two takes a novel 
turn, Mr £. W. Pasold, 
managing director of the 
Buckinghamshire children’s 
wear firm of Pasolds Ltd, 
will not proceed against the 
culprits if they agree to 


ye pay £100 to any 
British charity, and 
te renounce design and 
trademark piracy in 

a written undertaking. 

If these inquiries now 
being made by the Hong- 
kong Government fail to 
produce results, then Mr 
Pasold is yoing to war in a 


way that can only hurt 
Hongkong’s name abroad. 


Legal action against the 
firms responsible for the 
most recent acts of piracy 
will be followed by an illus- 
trated booklet which Mr 
Pasold plans to publish 
showing examples of in- 
fringements that have oc- 
curred not only with his 
trademark and — products, 
bul those of other manu- 


facturers who, he says, have 
voiced similar complaints. 

This booklet Mr Pasold 
threatens to send to MPs, 
meinbers of the clothing 
trade and various industrial 
associations, 


And this will be the pre- 
lude to u much bigger cam- 
paign in Parliament to have 
atrong action taken to de- 
fend British manufacturers 
from trademark piracy and 
design copying by Hongkong 
firms, 

The Colony’s agent in 
London, Mr E. G. A. Grim- 
wood, has sent’ full details 
of the latest easo to Hong- 
kong.

HEN -eame one of those 

incidents that caused the 
blood of everyonc-to tingle. 
Camo th» cry, “Citizens to 
the barricades.” Whatever 
side you favour, you cannot 
help . but. admire that 
stirring call which sends 
every able bodied man to 
the barricades determined 
to sell his life dear in the 
defence of what he holds: 
sacred. I can never hear 
“The Marselllaise’ without 
feeling the inspiration that 
summoned the common 
people of France to put down 
tyranny. The cry of '48, 
“Citizens, to the barricades,” 
fills me with the samo 
emotion, and. also, an in- 
cident, much more xecent, 
when the men of Britain, 
tired after n day's work, 
took up shot gun or club, 
and stood to arms during 
the long twilights of sum- 
mer, 1940, 0°.
